Going “ Abroad.” 


So ths motorist who wants to go “ abroad ” 
in Northern Ireland and the neighbouring 
island of Great Britain must tura to one who 
has been abroad in a wider sense. The writer 
has been abroad more than once ‘as well as 
several times in his calculations), and, basing 
the answers to the questions in the preceding 
paragraph on the experience thus gained, an 
attempt may be made to see what will hap- 
pen, until such time as simpler regulations 
are introduced to meet the new conditions. 
Taking first the question of the identifica- 
tion marks, the answer to the question, Will 
the Irish Free State registration mark be re- 
cognised in the “' foreign ' country? is in the 
negative. Ths motorist who wants to take 
his car into, say, France, is given with his 
triptique an international registration mark. 
Instead of the plate being black with white 
letters and rectangular, as in the United 
ea it is white with black letters and 
oval. 
If issued in the United Kingdom it bears 
the letters “ G.B.” (signifying Great Britain). 
If issued in Switzerland its index letter is 
“B8.,” and if issued in Italy “T.” is the 
symbol. When the Irish Free State is ad- 
mitted to this international union it wil! find 
that its appropriate initial letter has been 
secured by lialy. 
_ Doubtless a suitable substitute will be found 
in the initial letters of Saorstat Eireann. (For 
the correct spelling see a postage stamp— 
you can ‘‘ lick " that.) The motorist need not 
conceal his “native” identification marks. 
He may do so with his international plate, or 
he may display both. ' 
The motorist's driving licence may not 
necessarily be accepted as evidence oí his 
right to be at the wheel of a motor car in the 
foreign country. It may be that the foreign 
country requires*a proficiency test as a pre- 
liminary to the issue of such a licence. 
_In the United Kingdom the possession of a 
licence to drive a motor car is evidence of 
two things—that the holder has told the 
ligensing authorities that he is more than 17 
years oí age, and that he has paid five 
shillings for the licence within the past twelve 
months. Sometimes a policeman finds it is 
evidence that the five shillings payable on 
renewal is overdue. Then the motorist is 
guilty of one of the numerous technical 
offences that the Motor Car Act created. 
If the tourist has to submit to a pre- 
ficiency test, the fear of failure need not 
worry him. My first French driving licence 
was issued on no more evidence than the fact 
that I “‘rode”’ my motor bicycle from the 
harbour at Havre to the door of the examini 
officer. As a matter of fact, I pedalled 
it as the petrol] tank was empty.

Isabel, a charming, clever, and sympathetic

we might bid good-bye to touring “ abroad. '” 
In the days before triptiques, I have sub- 
mitted to them cheerfully when entering 
France—in that country t were in force 
when we toured on _pedal-propelled*bicycles, 
and, in fact, are still in force. 

But since the motor car became an every- 
day article of use much has been done to 
make the passage of the frontier a simpler 
matter. 

The triptique system has removed all these 
troubles, if one is armed with the open 
sesame of a triptique pass, the crossing of 
the frontier of a foreign country is as simple 
a matter as was paying a half-penny to cross 
the Metal Bridge over the Liffey in the days 
before the Corporation removed from Dublin 
the unenviable distinction of having the last 
tall bridge in Ireland. 

It serves at once as evidence that no import 
duty is payable on one’s car; that one is 
licensed to drive it, and competent to do ao, 
and that oúe is not liable for the local equiva- 
lent of another horse-pawer licence tax. 

In actual fact, it does more. It almost 
invariably ensures one being allowed to “' pass 
through ' the Customs without any examina- 
tion of one's luggage, ‘etc., after a negative 
answer has been given to the question, “ Have 
you anything to declare’ ”’ 

i crossed seven frontiers in my last Con- 
tinental tour, including four of the frontiers 
of our experiences. At none of them was I 
asked to open a handbag or a camera case. 
There is only one thing the holder of a 
triptique must be scrupulously careful to do.

What is a “ Triptique ?” 


What is this, triptique system, it may be 
asked? It is simply a plan by which cer 
tain recognised motor associations give a 
banker's guarantee to the Government of the 
country motorist ig about to visit that 
the holder of the pass is taking a car with 
him without any intention of importing the 
car in the commercial sense; that he wil! take 
the car out of the country within a specified 
time, and that in the event of his nn to 
do so the guaranteeing banker will pay the 
appropriate duty to the Government.

A JOURNEY OF INSPECTION.

If there is truth in the motto: “ The better 
the day the better the decd,” then the fact 
that the Customs barrier came into effect on 
Easter Sunday may improve an otherwise un- 
satisfactory business.

THE CASE OF GUINNESS.

Is the revenue from Excise duties that was 
paid to the British Government on the many 
classes of goods which were ‘‘rushed ” into 
Ireland since the announcement was made 
that the Irish Free State would function as 
an independent fiscal unit.on and after Ist 
— lost to the Irish Free State Exchequer ! 

t is an interesting question, and not with- 
out importance to the trish taxpayer, particu- 
larly at a time when our Minister of Finance 
has intimated to us that our revenue in -pros- 
= for the coming twelve months falls short 

y a round twenty millions of our anticipated 
expenditure. 

he Customs revenue that has been “‘lost’’ by 
the importation of many months’ supply of 
motor cars of English manufacture before the 
new import duty*of 22.2 per cent. came into 
operation on the Ist inst. has been lost by 
forestallment. 

It has been lost to the Irish Exchequer by 
its payment being avoided. 

An importer can forestall a Customs duty 
by getting the dutiable articles inside the 
Customs ie before the duty becomes 
One can forestall an anticipated 
increase in an Excise duty by taking the 


goods out of bond before the higher duty, 


comes into force. 

It is, therefore, not, strictly speaking, 
correct to refer to the action of the importers 
of Exciseable goods who have landed large 
quantities of such.goods in Ireland from the 
time the Free State Government anriounced 
that the country would become an indepen- 
dent fiscal unit until Saturday last as having 
forestalled the duty. ' 

In all such cases the approximate Excise 
duty was paid to the British Government. Is 
it now due by the latter to the Government 
of the Irish Free State? 

CAN OUR EXCHEQUER GET ITS 

QUOTA? 

Looked at from a common-sense point of 
view, it undoubtedly should, an Excise duty 
being a tax on goods consumed within the 
country, and one may be sure that the Trish 
Minister of Finance, with the assistance of 
his expert advisers, will make every effort 
to secure a suitable adjustment of the account 
when our financial re.ations come under re- 
view for final settlement. 

In considering the question one must bear 
in mind that up to 3lst March Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State functioned as a 
single fiscal unit—as, in fact, the two 
countries were until their dismemberment as 
a consequence of the legislation that gave 
legal effect to the Treaty. It would, how- 
ever, be wrong to assume that during the 
period of transition, while the two now dis- 
tinct Governments were functioning as one 
in fiscal matters, that each retained for its 
own benefit the Excise duties collected within 
its territory. 

It would have been to Ireland's benefit had 
this course been followed. The Irish Ex- 
chequer would have retained the approximate 
thirteen millions that the Dublin brewing in- 
dustry pays annually in Excise duties. 

If we were allowed to retain that sum, we 
could have allowed England to keep the Ex- 
cise duty on the English beer consumed in 
Ireland, thé import duties received by her 
on the motor cars sent from abroad to Eng- 
land, and subsequently sold to Irish dealers, 
and the hundred and one Excise and Customs 
duties on English manufactured articles sent 
to Ireland. The balance would have been in

READY TO DISCUSS 
‘COUNTER-PROPOSALS, 


Assoc 
MEETING AT LAUSANNE 
SUGGESTED.

The text of the Allied Note to Turkey was 
issued in London yesterday, It expresses sur- 
prise that the Turks have re-opened in their 
counter-proposals various questions already 
accepted as closed, and that they should have 
inserted several articles which raise entirely 
new points. The Allies, however, express 
their readiness to discuss the points raised, 
with the exception of any proposal for a sub- 
stantial modification of the territorial provi- 
sions already agreed upon. 

As to the convention relating to the position 
of foreigners in Turkey, the Note says that 
the Powets accept in principle the proposal to 
re-draft this convention. 

Among the Turkish connter-proposals is one 
that the economic clauses should be detached 
from the Treaty and become the subject of 
negotiations between the interested parties. 
To thiy-the Allies reply that while they are 
willing to discuss these counter-proposals, the 

iscussions must also be re-opened on the 
economic clauses. 

In order to expedite the solution of this 
question the Allies, says the Note, have in- 
vited their interested nationals themselves to 
negotiate with the Turkish Government. 
If. however, no arrangement is reached 
within a reasonable time, the Allies 
will insist on the insertion in the Treaty of 
provisions approximating to those of the 
draft Treaty of last January, in order to 
safezguard the interests of their nationals. 

The Note concludes by inviting Turkey to 
send representatives to resume negotiations at 
Lausanne with the Powers’ delegates, and 
states the Allies’ belief that. with equal good- 
will on either side, it will he possible to 
conclude peace without difficulty.

The last is the second largest surplus ever 
recorded by a British Budget. But it. is 
much more notable than the surplus of two 
years ago, for the reason that Mr, Chamber- 
lain in 1920-21 budgeted for a surplus of 
£234,000,000 ; while in the present instance the 
surplus of £101,0007000 was not anticipated in 
the Treasury calculations for the year. 

The surplus is, therefore, a budget error, 
to the extent of the difference between 
£706,00U and £101,515,848. The surplus is 
almost wholly attributable to reduced ex- 
penditure. 

Revenue is only £3,257,452 better than ‘ts 
estimate, while expenditure shows a saving oi 
£97 572,396 on the Budget total. Had tnese 
economies of £97,572,596 been foreseen when 
the Budget was introduced last May, either 
taxation could have been reduced to a much 
greater extent than was actually effected, or 
the Government could have budgeted for 4 
substantial debt redemption ry 

Most of the Budget-making difficulties are 
in framing accurate estimates of revenue. 
This part of the last Budget was wall cone. 
Thanks mainly to an abnormal collection of 
arrears, income tax brought in, £50,000,000 
more than was anticipated and this largely 
counter-balanced the deficit on E.P.D., and 
special receipts, which include the proceeds of 
war stores. There is another important aspect 
to the big surplus. Its mere existence i 
certain to increase Mr. Baldwin's Parliamen- 
tary difficulties in getting through the House 
of Commons the sort of Budget which he is 
believed to contemplate for 1923-24. 

As revenue will be much less in the 
new vear, there will be no big surplus for 
that gigantic tax reduction: programme, of 
which 50 many people have heen dreaming.

M. Kommidoff, the local solicitor for the 
Roman Catholic priests who were sentenced 
by the Soviet Tribunal, to-day gave me an 
account of how the priests spent Good Friday 
in prison. 

Before the Executive Committee’s decision 
was announced to them the guards beckoned 
Monsignor Budkiewicz, who left the large 
common room which had hitherto housed all 
the sixteen accused men, said Kommidoff. 
Budkiewiecz was taken to solitary confinement 
in a small cell. 

A representative of the court then entered 
the common room and read aloud the commu- 
tation of the death sentence on Archbishop 
Czepliak. For a moment there was silence, 
then a shout of jov rang through the prison. 
The fourteen priests d¢rowded around the 
Archbishop, all endeavouring to kiss him at 
the same time. The excitement was intense, 
They kissed him and shouted for joy, some 
wept, some knelt and prayed. 

Archbishop Czepliak alone was unmoved. 
While his brother. priests were joyful that his 
life had beeh saved, he himself was thinking 
only of his prelate, Budkiewicz. He alone 
raalised at the moment that the removal. off 
Budkiewicz from the common cell probably 
meant the fulfilment of the death sentence. 

After the joy had subsided, the Archbishop 
called his fellow-prisoners’ attention to the 
fact that the decision read to them did not 
mention the name of their brother, Budkie- 
wiez. He pointed out that he took this to 
indicate that the death sentence was con- 
firmed, The happiness immediately vanished 
from the prison room. Under Archbishop 
Czepliak’s guidance all immediately kneeled 
in a semi-circle and prayed for Monsignor 
Budkiewicz, 


LORD CURZON’S NOTE.

PASSENGERS AND CUSTOMS. 


At twelve o'clock on Saturday night the 
new Customs tariff came into operation. 

The first passenger train to run from Dublin 
to Belfast in the new régime was the 10 a.m. 
from Amiens we we § een A few 
passengers approac the king office clerk 
and Sapostted with him a “ declaration " for 
certain goods to be “booked” to a destina- 
tion on the other side of the frontier. Per- 
sonal luggage, of course, does not require 
the Customs declaration, but it will be sub- 
ect to examination by the Customs 


When the United Kingdom was a single 
fiscal unit these adjustments were merely 
matters of book-keeping. Now they are 
matters of hard cash. i a Treasurv clerk in 
, Whitehall, juggling with millions, desired to 
ascertain Ireland's ‘‘true’’ contribution to 
the Imperial revenue, he credited our account 
with the Excise and Customs duties paid in 
England on goods manufactured in England 
and ‘‘consumed’’ in Ireland,and he debited our 
account with the corresponding duties paid 
in Ireland on goods manufactured here and ex- 
ported to Great Britain. 

Thus the “ true ” revenue of each country 
was ascertained. The items to be debited 
or credited to each country’s account were 
mere book-keeping entries. Now that the 
ascertained balance will have to be repaid in 
cash by one country to the other, the eati- 
mates of consumption will doubtless be care- 
fully scrutinised by both sides. — 

This arrangement, of course, came to an 
end with the 3lst March. After that date 
Exciseable articles manufaetured in Ireland 
will be entitled to a '“drawback ” of the 
duty that has been paid on them in 
the Free State if they are exported outside 
the fiscal unit of the Free State. 

When they enter Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, or any other foreign country, it will 
be the business of that country to collect the 
appropriate duty to which the goods are liable 
on entry into the country to which they are 
consigned, or on removal from bond, if ware- 
housed in that way. It will be the business 
of the Government of the Free State to collect 
the duty on. dutiable articles entering its 
territory from Northern Ireland, Great Britain 
or elsewhere. 

Hence that row of little tin houses that have 
been hastily erected along the frontier of the 
six-county area. 

If our changed status and the establishment 
of the Irish Free State as an independent 
fiscal unit brings about no other result it will 
at least absorb some of our army of unem- 
ployed. THe jobs—the word is used in no 
offensive sense—that our new fiscal frontier 
will create will be numerous. i 

The cost of maintaining the frontier will 
add to our national expenditure, We can 
derive no consolation from the fact that as 
far as Northern Ireland is concerned the cost 
will fall on the Imperial Exchequer, customs 
and excise being one of the reserved services.

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NEW FEES ANNOUNCED, 


The following is an excerpt from a circular 
letter issued by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries. England, with reference to the 
landing of animals from Ireland at British 
ports :'— 

“I am to take this opportunity of remind- 
ing vou of the requirements of Section 6 of 
the Importation of Animals Act, 1922, which 
imposes fees, to be fixed by the Treasury, to 
cover the expenses of the veterinary examina- 
tion of imported animals. The Treasury have 
fixed these fees at 6d. per head for cattle and 
id. per head for pigs, sheep, and goats. 

“These fees will take effect in relation to 
all such animals landed on and after the 1st 
April, 1925. They apply to animals landed 
from Ireland, the Channel Islands, and. the 
Isle of Man, as well as from Canada, the 
United States, and anv other country from 
which, for the time being, animals may be 
authorised to be landed. 

‘‘ These fees are required to be paid to the 
landing place authorities, who ave been 
appointed by the Ministry to act as the agents 
of the Ministry for the collection of the fees. 

The notice has been served on shipowners 
ani others concerned in the cattle trade. It 
marks a new departure in connection with the 
landing of. stock in British ports. 


MR. RAMSAY MACDONALD

HANDED OVER TO FREE STATE 
GOVERNMENT. 

At noon on Saturday the Haulbow!line Dock- 
vard passed into custody of the Irish Free 
State Government. The event did not bring 
much rejoicing to the residents of Cork Har- 
bour, and the ceremony of transfer was of a 
purely formal character 

Captain Peebles, the King’s Harbour 
Master and Commander of the Dockyard, and 
his staff received General Vize and some 200

THE DATE OF EASTER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE. IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—it appears to me that there is some- 
thing strange in the date of Easter this year. 
According to the rule, Easter Sunday is the 
Sunday succeeding the full moon which falls 
on or after the Spring Equinox (March 2st). 
Ancient custom led the ecclesiastical «uthori- 
ties to adhere to this method of determina- 
tion by the moon. However, it is not the 
actual moon in the heavens, but an altogether 
jmaginary moon, known as the ecclesiastical 
moon, which regulates the date. This moon 
falls generally on the 15th or 16th day of the 
real moon—thus, after the real full moon. 
Tt was furthermore determined that, should 
this frill moon fall on a Sunday, the succeed- 
ing Sunday should be Easter Sunday. This 
year the real full moon falls on Sunday, the 
ist of April, and the ecclesiastical full moon, 
according to ordinary usage, on the 2nd or 
órd of April. How, then,-is it that the date 
of Easter Sunday is April Ist, and not April

Mr. Arthur O’Connor, K.C., who died at 
Bournemouth on Saturday, served for over 
twenty years as a County Court Judge on the 
Durham and Dorset Circuits.

We shall not have the “ handling’’ of the 
money paid as duty on Irish manufactured 
whiskey not consumed in the Irish Free State. 
Whiskey is put into bond when it is a 
“ finished product.” It is sold to the whole- 
saler under bond, and in turn to the retailer 
under bond. 

Only when it is removed from bond for 
consumption is the duty peid. If it is ex- 
orted under bond it pays its tribute to the 
endl of the country in which it is con- 
sumed. The duty on stout is the only source 
of revenue on which we can hope to gain by 
the “‘handling.”” Other Excise duties paid 
to us and subsequently returned as “ draw- 
back ” will be so small as to be negligible in 
comparison with the duty on brewed products. 
GUINNESSES "Sees WITH THE 


Our changed fiscal status will not make any 
reat difference to firms like Arthur Guinness, 
Bon and Co., Ltd.; it will make still less to 
our distillers. 
It may be depended that Guinness’s will 
quickly adapt themselves to the altered state 
of affairs, and in less than three months’ time 
the “ drawbacks’ on exported stont will be 
claimed and paid with the same regularity as 
the monthly cheque for duty is drawn. 
It will not be so, however, with our 
smaller manufacturers who had heretofore 
had little, if any, experience of export trade, 
and to whom “ drawbacks’’ mean little more 
than the word conveys to the man in the 
street.
